A few suggestions in regard to the planting and 
care of Iris. They prefer a heavy soil and should 
not be planted deep, particularly the rhizomatus 
varieties. They require good drainage, and the 
Pogoniris or Bearded do not require as much mois¬ 
ture as most of the Apogon or Beardless. A loca¬ 
tion where they receive the morning or afternoon 
sun is preferable in Southern California. Under 
wide spreading trees is an ideal location for many 
varieties. The Bulbous and also the Oneocyclus 
and Regelia, require a season of rest and should 
be planted where water will be withheld during 
the Summer months, unless one cares to lift them. 

In order to have your plants present a good 
appearance when out of bloom, keep old llower- 
ing stems cut oil', remove dry foliage, and do not 
allow the rhizomes to crowd each other.

As our Bearded Irises, and most of the Beardless, 
bloom early, they begin to form new roots in July, 
so that better results can be obtained by early 
planting. Do not wait until Spring to plant your 
Iris and then expect them to bloom in a few weeks.
